DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of amendment filed on 1 1/02/2008 in which claim 8 is 
amended. Claims 1-17 are still pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: ***. 

1 . Claims 1 -1 7 are allowed. 

2. Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record fail to teach or reasonably suggest, inter 
alia, a battery-operated screwdriver having a housing and a charger shell that 
comprises at least one detachably mounted bit holder for storing tool inserts, particularly 
screwdriver bits in captive fashion. 

3. Regarding claim 8, the prior art of record fail to teach or reasonably suggest, inter 
alia, a charger shell for a battery-operated screw driver wherein the charger shell has at 
least one, detachably, mountable bit holder configured to receive a plurality of bits. 

4. Claims 2-7, and respectively claims 9-17 are also allowed due to their 
dependencies onto claims 1 and respectively 8.
